Geleott  says  the  tuck¬ 
pointing  ranked  among  the 
more  necessary  improve¬ 
ments.  Workmen  also  re¬ 
paired  the  stone  coping  on  the 
sides  of  these  structures, 
caulked  adjoining  wall  areas. 


and  replaced  the  copper  flash¬ 
ing  on  the  chapel  towers. 

New  roofs  were  placed  atop 
the  carpenter  shop,  Aquinas 
Hall,  and  the  upper  section  of 
Raleigh  Hall,  and  energy-effi¬ 


cient  windows  were  installed 
in  Raleigh  Hall  and  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  computer  center. 
Improvements  in  Raleigh  also 
included  new  aluminum  sid¬ 
ing  and  insulation  along  the 
building's  west  side  and  the 
addition  of  new  restrooms. 

Aluminum  siding  now  cov¬ 
ers  the  overhang  on  the 
breezeway  between  the  chapel 
and  the  administration  build¬ 
ing  and,  in  Merlini  Hall,  hall¬ 


way  ceiling  tiles  have  been 
removed,  the  ceilings  replas¬ 
tered  and  painted  on  both 
floors,  and  the  floors  replaced 
in  first-  and  second-floor 
shower  stalls.

Although  he  went  to  Saint  Joseph's  College 
for  only  two  years,  James  Lennane  nevertheless 
termed  it  "pay  back  time"  when  he  became  the 
first  million-dollar  donor  in  the  school's  history. 

"Saint  Joe  helped  me  at  a  time  when  I  most 
needed  it,"  he  said.  "The 
priests  and  brothers  gave 
me  the  discipline  and 
male  leadership  at  a  criti¬ 
cal  juncture  in  my  life." 

Lennane,  a  highly  suc¬ 
cessful  entrepreneur  in 
businesses  ranging  from 
computer  consulting  to 
the  design  and  manufac¬ 
ture  of  newspaper  sys¬ 
tems,  received  an  honor¬ 
ary  doctor  of  laws  degree 
at  this  year's  commence¬ 


ment  exercises  in  May. 

"Saint  Joseph's  can  have  a  major  impact  on 
what  its  alumni  become  in  life  and  in  life's 
work  because  education  translates  into  produc¬ 
tivity,"  he  said.  "I've  always  been  willing  to 

buck  the  trend  and  to  take 
chances,  and  my  experi¬ 
ence  at  Saint  Joe  proves 
you  can  achieve  great  suc¬ 
cess  without  making  A's  at 
Stanford,"  Lennane  ob¬ 
serves.  "There  is  a  great 
value  in  perpetuating  this 
type  of  education  and 
there  is  room  for  all  of  us 
to  succeed  if  we're  willing 
to  work." 

The  Lennanes  now  live 
in  Naples,  Fla.

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Renovated  library  to  be  named  for  Robinsons 


Saint  Joe's  newly  renovated  library  will  also 
have  a  new  name  when  it  is  reopened  at  the 
start  of  the  fall  semester.  Father  Charles  Banet, 
C.PP.S.,  has  announced  that  the  library  will 
bear  the  names  of  Keith  Robinson,  the  late 
owner  and  publisher  of  the  Rensselaer  Republi¬ 
can,  and  his  wife,  Kate. 

"Keith  and  Kate  were  actively  associated 
with  Saint  Joseph's  administrators  and  faculty 
members  for  many  years,"  he  told  the  gathering 
at  the  annual  Fellows  Dinner  held  on  campus  in 
June.  "They  were  generous  and  loyal  support¬ 
ers  of  the  college  and  its  goals  in  higher  educa¬ 
tion,  and  Kate  remains  active  in  her  support  of 
our  college.  It  is  most  appropriate  that  our  li¬ 
brary  be  named  in  their  honor." 

Naming  of  the  library  in  their  honor  was  sug¬ 
gested  by  SJC  alumnus  James  Lennane,  whose 


million-dollar  gift  made  possible  the  renovation 
of  the  science  building,  which  houses  the  li¬ 
brary. 

Keith  and  Kate  Robinson  were  both  early 
members  of  the  Fellows  Program,  a  group  of 
college  supporters  organized  in  the  early  1960s 
by  the  late  Father  Raphael  Gross,  C.PP.S.,  SJC 
president  during  1951-65.  They  were  named 
President's  Fellows  in  1975  in  recognition  of 
their  support  of  the  college.  Both  of  them 
played  key  roles  inthe  college's  Brick-by-Brick 
Campaign  that  followed  the  fire  that  destroyed 
the  campus  administration  building  in  1973. 

In  recognition  of  their  service  to  SJC,  the  col¬ 
lege  presented  the  Robinsons  with  honorary 
doctors  of  letters  degrees  during  the  school's 
83rd  annual  commencement  exercises  in  1978.

An  open  letter  from  Paul  J.  Stucker,  M.D.,  ’59... 

It  Got  the  Job  Done 

All  too  often,  a  college  or  university  is  difficult  to  judge  or  appraise.  Frequently  it  takes  the 
retrospective  view  of  history  to  accurately  assess  a  particular  school's  educational  value.  Such  a 
situation  has  now  surfaced  with  regard  to  my  alma  mater,  Saint  Joseph's  College. 

The  story  begins  in  1952  when  my  older  brother,  Fred  Stucker,  chose  Saint  Joseph's  College. 
He  had  attended  Mt.  Carmel  High  School  in  Chicago  and  didn't  particularly  distinguish  him¬ 
self,  and  I  am  really  not  sure  what  prompted  his  choice.  Two  years  later,  after  finishing  high 
school  at  St.  Ignatius,  my  older  brother,  Tom,  began  his  college  career  at  Saint  Joe  and  one  year 
later  I  joined  him.  Perspective  is  important  here.  The  world  was  smaller.  We  were  of  the  Eis¬ 
enhower  generation  with  a  quite  narrow  focus.  My  entire  college  vision  consisted  of  three 
states:  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Michigan.  California  was  a  far  off  and  expensive  18-hour  plane 
flight,  not  a  place  my  father  would  allow  his  son  to  attend  college.  The  Ivy  League  schools  were 
the  provinces  of  the  eastern  establishment,  not  South  Chicago  kids  like  our  family  represented. 

So  it  came  to  pass  that  for  several  years  in  the  '50s  there  were  three  Stuckers  at  Saint  Joseph, 
and  interestingly  enough  all  in  pre-med.  As  we  progressed  through  Saint  Joe  we  were  relatively 
unconstrained.  I  myself  had  the  freedom  to  audit  various  classes,  take  qualifying  tests  as  I 
chose,  and  could  take  as  many  classes  or  credit  hours  as  I  could  pack  into  a  semester.  The  small 
size  of  both  the  school  and  the  student  body  plus  the  flexibility  of  the  faculty  made  it  very  con¬ 
venient  for  me  to  challenge  myself,  taking  up  to  24  credit-hour  courses  in  one  semester.  When 
it  came  time  to  apply  to  medical  school  it  never  dawned  on  any  of  us  that  Saint  Joe  was  not  a 
"prestige  school."  Fred  went  on  to  the  University  of  Michigan,  from  which  he  graduated  in 
1961;  he  is  now  a  professor  of  ENT  at  LSU  Medical  School  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana.  Brother 
Tom  went  on  to  the  University  of  Chicago  Medical  School,  where  he  graduated  in  1961  also. 
Currently  he  is  a  staff  radiologist  at  Mills  Hospital  in  San  Mateo,  California.  After  only  three 
years  at  Saint  Joe  I  applied  to  three  different  medical  schools  (Illinois,  Michigan,  and  North 
Western).  I  chose  North  Western  Medical  School  and  have  never  regretted  the  decision.  I  now 
am  a  practicing  orthopedic  surgeon  in  Redwood  City,  California. 

The  second  generation  of  Stuckers  has  now  either  begun  or  completed  its  college  careers.  For 
this  group,  the  horizons  were  broader  and  the  opportunities  greater  due  to  a  changing  world. 
These  students  chose  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  and  LSU.  None  even  applied  to 
Saint  Joe.  My  own  daughter,  who  recently  went  through  the  college  application  process,  asked 
me  how  and  why  I  attended  Saint  Joe.  After  careful  consideration,  I  replied  simply,  "Because  it 
got  the  job  done."

Father  Edward  Roof  dies  at  age  88 


Father  Edward  Roof,  C.PP.S., 
'29,  a  former  athletic  director, 
tennis  coach,  and  bookstore 
manager  at  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege,  died  July  13  at  Saint  Char¬ 
les  Seminary  in  Carthagena, 
Ohio,  at  age  88.  A  funeral  Mass 
was  held  four  days  later  in  the 
Chapel  of  the  Assumption  at 
Saint  Charles,  and  burial  fol¬ 
lowed  in  the  seminary  cemetery. 
A  memorial  Mass  was  held  that 
same  week  in  the  SJC  chapel. 

Fr.  Roof  was  born  Nov.  13, 
1902,  in  Ottawa,  Ohio,  and  en¬ 
tered  Saint  Mary's  Novitiate  at 
Burkettsville,  Ohio,  in  1917.  He 
first  came  to  SJC  as  a  student  in 
1918  and  began  his  studies  at 
Saint  Charles  Seminary  in  1923. 

He  and  13  classmates  were 
ordained  Feb.  21, 1929,  and  he 
earned  a  master  of  arts  degree 
from  the  Catholic  Univ.  of  Amer¬ 


ica  in  Washington,  D.C.,  in  1931. 
He  started  teaching  Latin  and 
Greek  at  SJC  in  1929  and  resumed 
those  duties  when  he  returned 
from  Catholic  Univ.  in  1931. 

He  served  as  athletic  director 
during  1937-53,  during  which  time 
Alumni  Fieldhouse,  permanent 
football  bleachers,  and  a  press  box 
were  constructed.  He  also  coached 
the  Pumas'  highly  successful  ten¬ 
nis  program  during  1948-58,  then 
served  as  bookstore  manager. 

Fr.  Roof  was  president  of  the 
Indiana  Intercollegiate  Conference, 
an  athletic  league  that  included 
SJC  and  as  many  as  11  additional 
Hoosier  colleges  that  competed 
with  each  other  during  the  1930s 
and  1940s. 

Throughout  his  tenure  in  the 
athletic  department,  the  classroom, 
and  the  bookstore,  Fr.  Roof  was 
well  liked  by  students  and  athletes 


who  appreciated  his  helpful,  car¬ 
ing  presence. 

He  received  an  honorary  de¬ 
gree  from  Saint  Joseph's 
College  in  April,  1976,  the 
same  year  he  retired  from 
the  SJC  faculty.  He  was  in¬ 
ducted  into  the  SJC  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  in  1985. 

Fr.  Roof  was  active  in  as¬ 
sorted  area  activities  and 
had  many  friends  among 
area  citizens.  He  enjoyed 
performing  Sunday  parish 
work  and  celebrated  Sun¬ 
day  Mass  during  the  sum¬ 
mers  at  the  Circle  C  Camp 
north  of  Rensselaer  until  re¬ 
cently. 

"Solid  Catholic  higher  educa¬ 
tion  is  a  very  important  mis¬ 
sion,"  he  said  recently.  "I  am 
happy  to  have  devoted  most  of 
my  life  to  this  mission."
